Take Bouth Amer»oa. where our trade loeoM hare 
been greateet. Our uueke formerly entered Argen¬ 
tina traa. We aold her practieally all ahe bought. 
She now putt a thirty-three per cent tas on them. 

lleK)ce got four-fifths of her wheat from ue. She 
has Increased her tariff on lard 100 per eent, on eggs 
twenty per cent, on pma fifty per cent, on com.' 900 
per vent. Tbeee are aimed at ua. 

In Europe ereryvhere tariff barrlera are raised 
against our traders. Spain makes no automobUee. 
go last year she lo«rered her duties on automobllea 
aljcty per cent to all the- world aara the United 
States. We cannot now eell an automobile in Spain. 
Prance twes tariffs, but she has aleo employed ea- 
tenalvely another more deadly Uade weapon—tbe 
q\iota aystem. 8bd asalgns to rarloXM eountrtaa an 
allotted percentage of Importo whleb they may 
■upply. The American Chamber of Commerce in 
Paris on February 10 decssred that If tbe quota 
eyatem continued In Prance repraeonttUrea of Ameri¬ 
can flrma In Parte might as well cloee up their 
offices and go home. 

Now comae tbe moot aerloue threat of all. Great 
BrlUln. after ninety years of free trade, goea orar 
to the pTot e ctlee aystgm. She has adopted her 
tariffs cltUflY m a vaapon to be uaed to bargain 
with otber natlona. She will attempt to create a 
▼ast world area of lov-ttrUf natlone wAch win be 
able to trada among themaalvaa with eomparatlTo 
fresdom Outside—and wa will ba oa the outside— 
win be another group of nations surrounded with 
almost impasssbls tariff walls. Tbs world will be 
literally dlrlded Into two trade eampe—low tarUf and 
high tariff. And wt will bs in the blgh-tarlff group. 

Tin American factories have moved-into Canada 
in tbe last two montha An English newapsper ro- 
- -porta that forty American plants sre now negt^ 
tleting for space In Manebsster. 

What Is the way out? Ropelesa as It may seem, 
there Is a way out. First we must put an end to the 
policy of tariff booetlng. Next we must put an end 
to the making of ‘*moet-favored nftloo'* treaties 
dtalgned to kill off reclproelty. PlnaHy. vq^must 
summoo otber nsttons to'elt with us In an Interna¬ 
tional ecoBomio eonfartnee or council and see If. 
by a poUcy of give and taka, we cannot make a be¬ 
ginning of lowering, along tbe frontiers of all the 
nations of the vrorld. the Inhoepltable walls which 
BOW ahut out trade, tnteroourae. goodwUt and good 
understanding. 

It is die old slory.#of the vicious circle. One nf 
thiee days perhaps the goveromenti of the world will 
wake up and realize that their etupid and costly 
tariff pidicy must end.
